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REGULATIONS for the observance of all persons desirous of Drawing from the 
Casts, and Copying the Paintings in this Institution. 


1 Persons will be admitted to the privilege of draw¬ 
ing from casts and copying pictures in the Gallery of 
Art, only on Mondays, Wednesdays, and Fridays, from 
10 A. M. to 4 P. M., from October 1 to April 1, and 
until 5 P. M. from April 1 to October 1. 

2. All applicants must state their request in writing, 
naming the subject according to the Catalogue, which 
application must be placed in the hands of the Curator, 
before any work in the Gallery can be copied. This 
rule will not apply to persons wishing to make pencil 
sketches merely. The Curator will keep a record of 
those copying, their names, the subjects, <fcc. 

3. No work on exhibition, not belonging to the Gal¬ 
lery, can be copied, unless by written permission of the 
owner delivered to the Curator. 

4. No pictures are to be removed from the wall; nor 
will any tracing, use of compasses, or other mechanical 
means be permitted to make it necessary to touch the 
pictures. No casts are to be moved by the copyist. 
The Curator alone will do that when necessary. 



G. Any copyist suspending his work over a week, 
unless from illness or other cause, must yield the privi¬ 
lege to the next applicant to copy that particular work. 

7. The easels, color-boxes, brushes, &c., must be kept 
in clean and compact condition; and on stopping work 


all implements must be removed to the place appointed 
for them, and stains on the floor carefully effaced. 


8. Only one person at a time will be allowed to copy 
a work; nor will copyists be allowed to receive visits 
from their friends while engaged in the Gallery. All 
loud conversation is forbidden; nor will luncheon be 
permitted in any of the galleries. 


9. While every facility will be afforded to copyists 
for prosecuting their work, it is expected that they will 
not unnecessarily obstruct the view of the casts and 
pictures by visitors. 

10. The work of copyists must cease half-an-hour 
before the hour of closing the Gallery, to give them 
ample time for the removal of their implements before 
the attendants appear to clean the galleries. 


11. It is expected that each copyist will see the pro¬ 
piety of attending to these regulations, designed to in¬ 
sure their convenience as well as to protect the works 
in the Gallery. Any wilful violation of these rules, or 
disrespectful conduct to the Curator, whose duty it is 
to enforce them, will be followed by a prompt with¬ 
drawal of the privilege so abused. __
